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THK MESSAiiJE THAI’ WASN'T SEINT 
So it turns out now that Lieutenant-Colonel (then 
Major) James Devereux and the Marine garrison on 
Wak e Island didn’t send that radio request for “more 
Japs.’’ 
There is y et no indication of the message’s source. 
It’s most unlik ely that it was circulated as a jok e, for 
Heaven k nows the American people and their armed 
forces weren’t feeling jovial in December of 19 41. More 
lik ely it was an instantaneous and inspired bit of prop­ 
aganda designed to bolster morale and ty pify the Amer­ 
ican spirit in the face of difficulties. 
It was a courageous, audacious message—but it 
wasn’t as complimentary as intended. The Marines on 
vWak e showed a bravery that equaled and surpassed the 
sentiment of the message they didn’t send. But it was 
a desperate and doomed bravery . 
Overvv’helmed by superior force and superior equip­ 
ment, they weren’t foolhardy enough to radio for more 
Japs. But it is evident from Colonel Devereux’s story 
that they considerably reduced the number of Japs con­ 
fronting them in spite of frightful odds, and would have 
k ept on doing so as long as there was a man left to fire 
a giui if their commanding officcr had permitted it. As 
it was. Colonel Devereux had to give the cease firing 
order three times before it was heeded. 
Perhaps “Send us more Japs” served its purpose in 
19 41. It showed the quality of our comparative handful 
of Pacific defenders. It gave to us at home a moment of 
pride and cheer. 
It exemplified, for all the fictional, 
melodramatic bravado so out of k ey with the true situa­ 
tion, the spirit which was so evident all along the bitter 
road to vdctory . 
There came a time when our men could perhaps call 
for more Japs. 
But before it came there must have 
been many times when the real cry was “Send us more 
men and guns and planes and ships.” 
That request surely was in the minds and on the lips 
of Wak e's defenders. And because it could not be grant­ 
ed, there were Americans who died needlessly and 
tragically there and at other Pacific outposts, or died a 
slower and more painful death in Jap prison camps, or 
survived the enemy ’s torture and starvation for nearly 
four y ears. 
So “Send us more Japs” will not go into the history 
book s with other military epigrams. But history will 
record the true American situation in the Pacific in 
December, 19 41. And that situation will be, or should 
be, remembered by all of us when the inevitable agita­ 
tion for 
a small army and navy and a small military 
budget begins again. 
It will be, or should be, remembered by our military 
leaders when opposition to a unified command increases, 
and pleas are heard for continuing the separate services 
whose confusion, conflict and lax operation led to the 
horrible awak ening at Pearl Harbor and the urgent 
necessity of uniting as a team to save the countrv.

TO CORRECT A 3IIX-1 P 
It would appear that there still is need for explan­ 
ation of the proposal slated for state-wide vote in No­ 
vember, which would change the state constitution to 
provide for biennial rather than annual election of elec­ 
tion officials, say s the Meadville Tribune-Republican. 
A good many citizens are aware of the fact this is 
the very thing that has been going on in Pennsy lvania 
for something lik e 35 or 36 y ears. 
Naturally , they 
wonder “how come.” 
Well, the reason as cited by the state legislature is 
logical and satisfactory . 
The intent merely is to 
straighten out a legal mix-up that has been going on 
since ’way back in 19 09 or 19 10. 
When a series of constitutional amendments was ad­ 
opted at that time, it was assumed biennial election of 
three election officials in each district of the state was 
set up. But in 19 44, a Dauphin County court held that 
the earlier amendments had not changed original re- 
: quirements of annual election. 
So the legislature was confronted with a conflict be- 
; tween the constitution and the election code. The de- 
cisió n was to amend the constitution so there would be 
no question about conformity to the code. 
The thing that remains to be done now to mak e the 
constitution provide for what has been the general prac- 
: tice is popular approval at the November election. 
; ITiere is no good reason why this approval should be 
; ’withheld.

The prisoners got a daily ration 
of two cigarets. 
To puff these 
treasured fags gave the prisoners 
a few m om ents’ boost each day , 
to help balance their long hours 
of degrading defeat. 
But to one big straping naval 
air mechanic captured at Bataan, 
cigarets m eant more than that. To 
him, they w'ere more than food. 
They were life itself—or so he 
felt. 
To him, a mere two cigarets 
each day w-as nothing. He wanted 
more—and he was willing to do 
any thing to get more. 
Since he 
had no money to bribe Japanese 
guards, all he could do was trade 
with fellow' prisoners for cigarets. 
And since cigarets and food were 
the only currencies of value in the 
camp, he had to offer food to get 
cigarets.

Many other prisoners w’ere only 
too happy to trade him cigarets 
for rice and vegetables.

His death aroused little sy mp­ 
athy am ong fellow prisoners, w'ho 
afterw’ard were subjected to even 
stronger discipline. 
“He was a screw-ball," several 
said.

THE MESSAGE THAL WASA X SENT 
So it turns out now that Lieutenant-Colonel (then 
Major) James Devereux and the Marine garrison on 
Wake Island didn’t send that radio request for “more 
Japs.” 
There is yet no indication of the message’s source. 
It s most unlikely that it was circulated as a joke, for 
Heaven knows the American people and their armed 
forces weren’t feeling jovial in December of 1941. More 
likely it was an instantaneous and inspired bit of prop­ 
aganda designed to bolster morale and typify the Amer­ 
ican spirit in the face of difficulties. 
It was a courageous, audacious message—but it 
wasn’t as complimentary as intended. 
The Marines on 
Wake showed a bravery that equaled and surpassed the 
sentiment of the message they didn't send. But it was 
a desperate and doomed bravery. 
Overwhelmed by superior force and superior equip­ 
ment, they weren’t foolhardy enough to radio for more 
Japs. But it is evident from Colonel Devereux’s story 
that they considerably reduced the number of Japs con­ 
fronting them in spite of frightful odds, and would have 
kept on doing so as long as there was a man left to fire 
a gun if their commanding office r had permitted it. As 
it was, Colonel Devereux had to give the cease firing 
order three times before it was heeded. 
Perhaps “Send us more Japs” served its purpose in 
1941. It showed the quality of our comparative handful 
of Pacific defenders. It gave to us at home a moment of 
pride and cheer. 
It exemplified, for all the fictional, 
melodramatic bravado so out of key w ith the true situa­ 
tion, the spirit winch wras so evident all along the bitter 
road to victory. 
There came a time when our men could perhaps call 
for more Japs. 
But before it came there must have 
been many times when the real cry was “Send us more 
men and guns and planes and ships.” 
That request surely was iii the minds and on the lips 
of Wake’s defenders. And because it could not be grant­ 
ed, there were Americans wffio died needlessly and 
tragically there and at other Pacific outposts, or died a 
slower and more painful death in Jap prison camps, or 
survived the enemy’s torture and starvation for nearly 
four years. 
So “Send us more Japs” will not go into the history 
books with other military epigrams. 
But history will 
record the true American situation in the Pacific in 
December, 1941. And that situation will be, or should 
be, remembered by all of us when the inevitable agita­ 
tion for a small army and navy and a small military 
budget begins again. 
It wall be, or should be, remembered by our military 
leaders when opposition to a unified command increases, 
and pleas are heard for continuing the separate services 
whose confusion, conflict arid lax operation led to the 
horrible awakening at Pearl Harbor and the urgent 
necessity of uniting as a team to save the country. 


TO CORRECT A MIX UP 
It would appear that there still is need for explan­ 
ation of the proposal slated for state-wide vote in No­ 
vember, which would change the state constitution to 
provide for biennial rather than annual election of elec­ 
tion officials, says the Meadville Tr ibune-Republican. 
A good many citizens are aware of the fact this is 
: the very thing that has been going on in Pennsylvania 
I for something like 35 or 36 years. 
Naturally, they 
I wonder “how come.” 
Well, the reason as cited by the state legislature is 
logical and satisfactory. 
The intent merely is to 
straighten out a legal mix-up that has been going on 
since ’way back in 1909 or 1910. 
W hen a series of constitutional amendments wfas ad- 
| opted at that time, it was assumed biennial election of 
* three election officials in each district of the state was 
: 8«t up. But in 1944, a Dauphin County court held that 
the earlier amendments had not changed original re­ 
quirements of annual election. 
So the legislature was confronted with a conflict be­ 
tween the constitution and the election code. 
The de­ 
cision was to amend the constitution so there would be 
no question about conformity to the code. 
The thing that remains to be done now to make the 
constitution provide for what has been the general prac­ 
tice is popular approval at the November election. 
* There is no good reason why this approval should be 
withheld.
